4. Claims 1-24 are cancelled. 

5. New claim 28 is submitted as below (therefore, claims 25-28 are pending, with 
the new claim 28 being independent): 

28. (New) A lighting device comprising: 
a housing; 

a first light emitting diode located on the housing; 

a second light emitting diode located on the housing and spaced from the first 
light emitting diode; 
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a first tilting magnifier lens arranged in a light path of the first light emitting 

diode for focusing a first light beam onto a target area; 

a second tilting magnifier lens arranged in a light path of the second light 

emitting diode for focusing a second light beam onto the target area; 

a rear housing coupled to a back side of the housing, the rear housing having 

a battery compartment; 

a cover disposed over a front of the housing, the cover supporting the first 
and second tilting magnifier lenses relative to the first and second light 
emitting diodes; and 

a third light emitting diode located between the first and the second light 
emitting diodes, wherein a light path of the third light emitting diode projects 
through a region of the cover disposed between the first and second tilting 
magnifier lenses. 

6. Claim 25, line 1 , "1 7" has been changed to -28--. 

7. Claim 26, line 1 , "17" has been changed to -28-. 

8. Claim 27, line 1 , "17" has been changed to -28--. 

Reasons for Allowance 

9. Claims 25-28 are allowed. 

1 0. The following is the examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1 1 . Claim 28 is allowable because the prior art fails to show or teach a lighting device 
having plural (first, second and third) light emitting diodes (LEDs) and (first and second) 
tilting lenses, wherein the first and second tilting lenses are supported by a cover and 
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arranged in light paths of first and second LEDs respectively, and a light path of the 
third LED projects through a region of the cover disposed between the first and second 
tilting lenses.
